Floods Not at Height.

"The town, which j-.l the beginning oi
the war was a Turkish post controlling
the lower reaches of the Tigris, is situatedat the juncture of the old river channeland the new, the former forming the
still navigable Shatt-el-Hai canal, flowing

I into the Euphrates. The TigTis and the
Euphrates, which approach within thirtyflvemiles of each other at Bagdad, are
nearly 100 miles apart at this point. At
Basra they converge and form the Shattel-Arab,sixty miles from the Persian
gulf.
"All of the meager accounts which ha\e

come from this zone of the war in recent
months have emphasized the suffering
which the high waters have caused the
European troops. Unhappily, these sufferingshave not yet reached their limit,
for the Tigris, which begins to rise in
November, is not at the maximum stage
until the latter parf of May. Then tne
plains become vast marshlands and the
inland sea is dotted with islands of date
palm groves.
"When the Tigris is in flood in the vicinityof Kut-el-Amara it flows at the

rate of four miles an hour and brings
down from the headwaters quantities ol
mud. which is deposited in banks and
shoals in the river bed, resulting in frequentchanges ih the cnannei.
"Numerous abandoned canals weave

their way through this section of
Mesopotamia and through the countrv
lying to the northwest of the Tigris,
between the river and the foothills
of Persia.
